Similar unfounded and biased 
statements wete made against the 
Japanese breceding World War I 工 
and Were Used to foment hatred and 
suspicion，contributing in 1942 to 
the incarceration without charges 


of 110,000 Japanese，70 percent of 
whom were American citizens. 


Ihe 用 panese 人 American Citizens 
League (JACL) resolution bointed 
out the FBI and Mr. Hoovet Person- 
ally were ,obbosed to the 1942 
evacuation as“unnecessary and un- 
warranted"，and that the susbicions 
cast against Japanese Americans 
were utterly unfounded. 

JACL President Enomoto feared 
the bublicity of Hoover's testimony 
may false the sbectre of detention of 
人 American citizens again，this time 
the Chinese Americans. “So sensi- 
tiVe are we about such mattets that 
we afre conducting a national cam- 
paign to rebeal Subtitle II of the 
Internal Security Act of 1950 (the 
Emergency Detention Act) which 
is inimical to 3a democracy and 
which jlegitimatizes the detention 
of people without due process.”

2. Impugning the loyalty of refu- 
gees Would include also refugees 
who fed Communist - dominated 
countries in Europe as Poland, Hun- 
gaty，Romania，Czechoslovakia and 
East Betlin. 

3. Fear of espionage or sabotage 
by Chinese-Americans is unfounded. 
The FBI is aware of all subversive 
grIoups and monitors their moves.

SANERANCISCO 一 A drug used 
to treat asthmatic children has been 
found to be effective in the induce- 
Iment of weight gain and appetite 
Improvement at the University of 
Cajifornia San Francisco Medical 
Center. 

Dr. Rudolf 下 . Noble, Clinical In- 
structor of Medicine at UC，re- . 
cently tested the drug, cyprohepta- 
dine, in a study involving twenty 
underweight adults. 

Patients were assigned randomly 
to two treatment grouPps， One re- 
ceived cyproheptadine and the 
other, a Placebo. The patients were 
instructed to eat three meals a day 
Plus all the snacks they desired. 

Patients _ taking cyproheptadine 
gained 8.4 pounds. on the average 
during the two-month study; the 
Placebo group gained only 2.8 
pounds.
